Sanitation. 

First—Please have garbage cans. 

Second—Wrap in thick paper all 
garbage before depositing in cans. 

Third—Keep garbage cans tightly- 
covered. 

Fourth—Keep all sewers saturated 
with chlorinated lime. 

Fifth—Allow no stagnant water 
anywhere. 

Sixth—Eliminate from the city 
limits all hog pens. 

Seventh—Dispose of grape pulp 
after the annual wine making. 

Eighth—Keep sidewalks in good 
condition, both as to repairs and sani- i 
tation. 

Ninth—Report any unsanitary con¬ 
ditions, or dead animal, cases, to the 
city health officer. 

Tenth—Swat the uy—which will be 
an easy matter if the above rules are 
adhered to.

He has expressed himself 
as follows on the question: 


“Nothing is more foolish, noth¬ 
ing more utterly at variance with 
sound public policy than to enact 
a law which, by reason of the con¬ 
ditions surrounding the community 
in which it is declared to be law is 
incapable of enforcement. Such an 
instance is sometimes presented by 
sumptuary laws, by which the sale 
of intoxicating liquors is prohibited 
under penalty in localities where 
the public sentiment of the imme¬ 
diate community does not and will 
not sustain the enforcement of the 
law. In such cases the legislation 
is usually the result of agitation by 
people in the country who are de¬ 
termined to make their fellow citi¬ 
zens in the city better. The enact¬ 
ment of the law comes through the 
country representatives, who form 
• majority of the legislature; but 
the enforcement of the law is 
among the people who are gener¬ 
ally opposed to its enactment, and 
under such circumstances the law 
is a dead letter. This result is the 
great argument in favor of so- 
called local option, which is really 
an instrumentality for determining 
whether a law can be enforced be¬ 
fore it is made operative. In cases 
where the sale of liquor cannot be 
prohibited in fact, it is far better to 
regulate and diminish the evil than 
to attempt to stamp it out. By the 
enactment of a drastic law and the 
failure to enforce it there is in¬ 
jected into the public mind the idea 
that laws are to be observed or 
violated according to the will of 
those affected. I need not say how 
altogether pernicious such a loose 
theory is. General Grant said that 
the way to secure the repeal of a 
bad law was to enforce it. But 
when the part of the community 
which enacts the law is not the part 
affected by its enforcement, this is 
not a practical method. 

“The constant violation or neg¬ 
lect of any law leads to a demoral¬ 
ized view of all laws, and the choice 
of the laws to be enforced then be¬ 
comes as uncertain as the guess of 
a political executive in respect to 
public opinion is likely to make it. 
Such a policy constantly enlarges 
in the community the class of men 
with whom the sacredness of law 
does not exist.”

The greatest waves—apart from the 
true earthquake wave—are those caus¬ 
ed by tornadoes or circular storms. In 
such a storm the barometer may be 
lower by throe inches In the center of 
the storm than at Its edge. 

The consequence of this tremendous 
reduction of pressure Is that the sea In 
the vortex rises high above the usual 
level and In this way are produced 
waves of appalling size and height 

It was a wave of this type which, 
In the dreadful tornado of 1876, swept 
upon the mouth of the Ganges and 
drove In over an area the size of Dev¬ 
onshire. By marks upon the trees it 
was ascertained that tills great wall 
of salt water rolled in forty-five feet 
high. The damage done was appalling, 
and more than 100.000 unfortunate na¬ 
tives were drowned.—London Times.

Eye of the Gun. 

This is called the telemeter and is 
used by all artillerists in some shape 
or other. The telemeter is really a 
tube with two telescopic lenses, one on 
each end. The “objectives" of the 
two lenses are placed inside the in 
strument and toward the end of the 
tube. Prisms with live faces act as re¬ 
flectors, so that the person looking in 
has mecliuuically spread his eyes to 
the two ends of the tube, with a tre¬ 
mendous range of vision. 

Of course the ends are so arranged 
that they may be directed at a single 
object at the same time, thus making 
It possible for the observer to see 
what would otherwise be beyond the 
power of the human eye uml to know 
by the angle at which it is viewed the 
distance away. 

It requires a little practice to use 
this wonderful instrument, but in a 
few days the operator ascertains how 
easily he can determine the precise 
distance he Is from the object he is 
looking at, and by a quick calculation 
he directs the pointing of the gun so 
that it cannot fall to strike at the de¬ 
sired spot.—Pearson’s Weekly.

NOW Fi DIF PRIMARY 


Now for the primary. Next Tues¬ 
day, August 29, 1916, is the time when 
every voter is in duty bound to per¬ 
form a most sacred right, and as the 
time is drawing near and we consider 
the supervisoral race that is nearest 
and dearest to our hearts and inter¬ 
ests, it is pleasant to observe that 
the most beautiful tribute that can 
be paid to Supervisor Casey and his 
friends is that they have conducted a 
clean campaign—a campaign of 
Smiles and Encouragement, and not 
of Mud-slinging and Grouches. There 
is too much good to be said of Super¬ 
visor Casey’s splendid official record 
to need criticising his opponents or 
even answering villainous tirades or 
campaign lies. 

While Supervisor Casey’s spotless 
record is well known as a member of 
the board of supervisors, in adminis¬ 
tering the affairs of the first township 
involving an expenditure of nearly 
$400,000 during the past four years, 
there are a few of his many note¬ 
worthy accomplishments that are de¬ 
serving of special mention at this 
time. Their value is not alone local, 
but supremely advantageous to the 
entire county. We respectfully refer 
to Daly City, San Bruno, South San 
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Francisco, Millbrae and the coastside. 

A few of these instances to enumer¬ 
ate, whereby the taxpayers have bene¬ 
fited in the matter of improvements, 
can but cement a closer tie of loyalty 
between those who have received 
those benefits and the man who is re¬ 
sponsible for them—namely, Super¬ 
visor James T. Casey, whose official 
acts have transformed the first town¬ 
ship from a section with little more 
than wagon tfails, to one maintaining 
the finest improved boulevards in the 
world. 

It is noteworthy that all these 
great changes have taken place dur¬ 
ing the last four years, and it is un¬ 
necessary to say that the re-election 
of Supervisor Casey will result in 
greater accomplishments during the 
next few years. Past performances 
of duty is a satisfactory guarantee of 
what may be expected of him in the 
future. 

It is to be remembered that a num¬ 
ber of years ago the residents "of 
progressive San Bruno had just about 
exhausted their efforts to induce the 
Spring Valley Water Company to re 
move the unsightly flume which the 
company maintained there, and which 
had for twenty years been an eye¬ 
sore and a detriment to property 
values. The property owners resorted 
to every expedient and legal assist¬ 
ance in their long fight to abate the 
nuisance, which resulted in naught 
until Supervisor Casey went to their 
assistance. 

Consulting with District Attorney 
Swart, Mr. Casey proceeded, and only 
after a legal battle which continued 
over a period of years, did Casey, 
through his characteristic determina¬ 


tion and indomitable energy, succeed 
in defeating the water company in 
one-Of the most stubborn legal battles 
ever waged in San Mateo county; 
and which terminated in the recon¬ 
struction of the Spring Valley pipe 
line in accordance with the wishes of 
the San Bruno property owners. 

Jim Casey was successful in their 
cause, and naturally is a big man in 
San Bruno to-day; besides the people 
are appreciative, and his reward will 
be their almost unanimous support for 
re-election at thep rimary. 

South San Francisco, also, hhs been 
granted every request in the matter 
of county road construction, and 
shared equally with other sections of 
the first township during the admin¬ 
istration of Casey. The people are 
likewise satisfied with him, since he 
has always displayed an interest in 
their welfare. Their appreciation of 
an efficient public servant will be 
expressed when they go to the polls 
on August 29th; and judging from 
the enthusiasm manifested by the 
people of South San Francisco the re 
suit will be highly gratifying to Mr. 1 
Casey. 

The residents of Millbrae, together 
with those of other sections of the 
first township, have also received j 
numerous benefits during the last 
four years, principally through the i 
efforts of Supervisor Casey. As is J 
well known, conditions there have 
been changed for the better; street 
improvements have been made, and 
to-day Millbrae is well to the fore as 
one of the choicest residential dis • 1 
tricts in San Mateo county. The re-' 
suit is that the residents of this j 
place are enthusiastic over Jim Casey, 
and likewise unanimous for his re- 1 
election. 

Over on the coastside that section 
of the first township made easily ac¬ 
cessible to the great metropolis 
through Mr. Casey’s successful agita¬ 
tion for better roads, the pople have 
evinced a desire for no other than the 
man who is responsible for this great 
system of county highways. They 
proclaim Casey as the faithful super¬ 
visor who has religiously kept his 
promise to give them first-class roads. 
A unanimous vote will mark their ap¬ 
preciation of his good work. 

Colma has also been in line in the 
matter of road construction during 
the term of Supervisor Casey. Nor. 
only has the great state highway been 
built through this place, principally 
by the efforts of Mr. Casey, but sev¬ 
eral main county boulevards con¬ 
structed under his supervision branch 
out from here, leading to other parts 
of tlie county. These highways have 
brought many tourists through Colma 
and the great influx of visitors the 
year round, made possible by perfect 
roads, has brought a volume of busi¬ 
ness to the merchants of this place. 
The residents of Colma, Mr. Casey’.) 
home town, appreciate his value as an 
able representative of the people on 
tlie board of supervisors, and there 
being no question regarding his high 
efficiency, it is needless to say that 
the people of Colma will join with 
other districts of the first township in 
returning him to office at the primary. 

But of all other localities, Daly 
City has far (lie greatest cause far 
appreciating tlie benefits bestowed 
upon them through the efforts of 
Supervisor Jim Casey. The great 
state highway through San Mateo 
county was originally planned by the 
highway commission to be built on 
other routes. These plans would have 
been carried out had not Mr. Case} 
continually appeared before the com 
mission and made numerous trips to 
Sacramento, and fought aggressively 
to have the state engineers change 
their plan and build the highway 


through San Mateo county. Mr. 
Casey waged this battle almost 
single-handed, and the people have 
no conception of the many obstacles 
he had to contend with before he suc¬ 
ceeded in interesting the highway 
commission with his idea. Power¬ 
ful financial interests combatted Mr. 
Casey and brought strong inuuence 
to bear upon the commission, urging 
it to abide by the original plan to 
construct the state highway across 
the bay. But Casey’s determination 
and tireless energy proved superior 
to all that powerful influence and 
San Mateo county secured the coveted 
highway that extends from San Fran¬ 
cisco to San Diego and is the longest 
paved street in the world. 

When the highway was secured 
there arose another knotty problem. 
The highway commission had estab¬ 
lished an iron-clad rule not to build 
through an incorporated city, and 
here was Daly City, struggling for 
existence. The people were poor, be¬ 
ing nearly all of them refugees from 
the great San Francisco earthquake 
and fire, and to them the building of 
the highway through Daly City was 
impossible. ’Twas a continual strug¬ 
gle and strife for the municipality to 
make ends meet, and the cost of 
maintaining Mission road was a very 
burden upon tlie taxpayers. Super¬ 
visor Casey, being our neighbor and 
friend, came to our rescue and made 
the most gallant battle in our behalf. 
He won, but as the writer looks back 
upon Jim Casey’s struggle to gain 
the point, it seems that no one but 
him could have succeeded in sever¬ 
ing the iron bonds and giving Daly 
City the distinction of being the only 
municipality in the state of Cali¬ 
fornia that was so favored. 

The state highway was Daly City’s 
salvation, for with that incentive new 
life came to us; the municipal water 
system came next and then came the 
street improvements, $131,000 worth 
of which have already been con¬ 
structed and in another year practi¬ 
cally its entire street system will be 
paved and we will soon become the 
most important town in San Mateo 
county. 

All this comes from Jim Casey’s 
success in having Daly City presented 
with a $150,000 street that will for¬ 
ever be maintained by the state of 
California. Money would not and 
could not have bought this for us--- 
’twas a present handed to us on a 
silver platter—and if ever a man de¬ 
served a reward for a good deed, that 
man is Jim Casey, and every voter 
in Daly City should vote for his re- 
election next Tuesday ;uul thus show 
appreciation to our city’s benefactor. 

gIsEY’S TATTLER STAND* TEST. 

Supervisor James T. Casey of the 
first township has earned the right 
to re-election at tlie primary election 
to bo held next Tuesday. Easton, 
Millbrae, Lomita Park, Colma, San 
I Bruno and the entire north end of 
the county have received more atten¬ 
tion since he has represented the dis¬ 
trict in the county board than at any 
time since the district was formed. 
That this fact is appreciated by a 
large majority of the residents of the 
north end is shown by the interest 
displayed in the campaign, an inter¬ 
est which everywhere indicates that 
"Good Roads” Casey will be returned 
at the primaries. Casey’s name w'll 
be on all ballots, a factor in his 
favor. 

A feature of Casey’s campaign has 
been the interest in his candidacy 
displayed by the people who really 
have tlie interest of the district at 
heart. From the humble vegetable 
wagon driver to the man who uses a 


limousine, this interest is general, the 
work of the supervisor having been 
of such a nature tht he has benefited 
all classes. 

’As is usual in the case of men “who 
do things,” Casey has made enemies 
of a certain type of men, an enmity 
of which Casey is more proud than 
afraid. These certain few have used 
every effort to pick upon something 
for which to criticise the supervisor 
in the eyes of his constituents, but 
without avail. The great majority of 
voters in the district realize that 
Casey cannot be a good official if he 
has “everybody with him.” The fact 
that he has opposition of this sort, 
the thinking voters declare, is proof 
that they have the right man in tlie 
right place. Such grasping at straws 
upon which to build up campaign 
criticisms should prove that the su¬ 
pervisor of the first district should 
be retained in his present position. 
It but proves that no general criti¬ 
cism can be directed at his work. 

During Supervisor Casey’s last term 
there has been expended the sum of 
$379,072.38 from the highway bond 
fund in the first district. In addition 
to this Supervisor Casey rebuilt the 
boulevard between Colma and the 
county line at a cost of $14,209.03 
from the first road district fund, and 
the sum of $14,955.17 is being used in 
reconstructing the road past the 
cemeteries to South San Francisco. 
Again, all the roads in the district 
have been maintained under the enor¬ 
mous traffic of the first road district 
—facts that force recognition of the 
fact that a mass of work has been 
done in the first township and that a 
great field for criticism would exist 
if the supervisor’s official acts had not 
been of the very highest standard. 

All this work should demand com¬ 
mendation for Supervisor Casey. The 
fact is, that in the construction of 
the boulevard before mentioned, Su¬ 
pervisor Casey established the pre¬ 
cedent of letting contracts out of the 
district road funds to the lowest bid¬ 
ders, according to plans and specifica¬ 
tions prepared by the county sur¬ 
veyor, a precedent which has since 
produced such excellent results in all 
the road districts in the county. 

The first township is gridironed with 
goiod roads as a result of the activi¬ 
ties of Casey. The bay shore highway 
| which connects with San Bruno ave¬ 
nue in San Francisco and the Colma 
j to Halfmoon Bay road are two high- 
| ways that have done more to develop 
I the north end of San Mateo county 
j than any other construction work 
undertaken by the supervisor. 

Drainage in the first township has 
received his particular attention, with 
j the result that there are not to-day in 
his district any of the winter incon- 
' veniences which formerly did much 
| to retard tlie growth of that section, 
j However, Supervisor Casey is not 
; only a road builder; he is a true 
i friend, a friend of the people. No 
man is more painstaking in relieving 
suffering or in looking after the hap 
piness and health of the people of his 
district, the district in which he was 
born, in which he grew to manhood 
and in which he reared his family. 
The people of tlie first township are 
to be congratulated for the interest 
they are showing in Supervisor 
Casey’s candidacy and in the assur¬ 
ance that they will return him to 
office at the primary. 

“OUR GOOD ROADS." 

San Mateo county’s good roads have 
become a byword in the United States 
and a subject of a great deal of favor¬ 
able newspaper comment, especially 
those roads of the first township, all 
of which has resulted favorably as 


shown by the greatly increased popu¬ 
lation and the iffereased land valua¬ 
tions. 

Less than four years ago the peo¬ 
ple of San Mateo county voted a bond 
issue of $1,250,000 for the purpose of 
good roads construction, with a view 
of making this county the mecca of 
the traveling public. That the project 
has been a big success and has sur¬ 
passed the expectations of the most 
sanguine good roads enthusiast, is 
shown by the universal satisfaction 
existing among the people. 

That the first township has fared 
unusually well from the bond money 
is shown by the great network of 
roads commencing at Daly City and 
projecting to practically every nook 
of the county, bringing the smallest 
out-of-the-way village close up to San 
Francisco, and it is a source of great 
pride and satisfaction to the tax¬ 
payers. 

There has been over seventy-five 
miles of these roads constructed over 
the mountainous country for the 
small sum of $420,000, all of which 
work has been let to the lowest re¬ 
sponsible bidding contractor. That 
the first district has received over 
one-third of the total bond money 
must be accredited to James T. Casey, 
supervisor of this district, who has 
become known throughout California 
as “Good Roads Casey.” 

A Comet representative, who makes 
weekly trips through the coastside 
towns of the first township, finds after ‘ 
I asking many voters of Salada, Valle- 
J mar, Rockaway and Pedro Valley, that 
i James T. Casey, the present super- 
| visor representing that district at

i votes over his two opponents, and 
■ from preset indications will be 
' elected to succeed himself at the 
! primaries. Certainly he deserves to 
! be elected at that time, as there are 
i no better county roads in the state of 
I California than are to be found in the 
j supervisoral district he represents.—
